Because the stories of Colonel Goethals and of the 
Panama canal are ultimately one, this is not only 
a biography of the man, but also a history of the 
isthmus. An excellent book for boys who are in- 
terested in engineering. Grades 9-12.

by Stephen J. Voorhies (New world neigh- 
bors ser.). 142. 63p. Heath, 40c. 


Brief biographies of six of Brazil’s great men: an 
emperor, a general, a leader in industry, a com- 
poser, an aviator, and a man who brought the tele- 
graph to the interior of Brazil. The book will also 
serve as an introduction to the history of Brazil in 
the nineteenth century.

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South America, written in an informal style. The 
illustrations are symbolic rather than explanatory.

A very useful part of the book is the con- 
cluding chapter which describes homes and cus- 
toms of the Vera Paz country. The illustrations by 
the Bolivian artist, Antonio Sotomayor, catch the 
spirit of the stories and have both strength and 
humor.

Chan Yue was a tiny brocket deer. When her 
mother was killed in the Yucatan jungle, Chan 
Yue was kept alive by some scientists. Her favorite 
food was roses, hibiscus, and the yellow flowers 
which the cook treasured most. A good story to 
read aloud to little children before a visit to a zoo 
because it tells how wild animals are kept alive in 
captivity. Grades 4-6. 


SawYeErR, RutH. The Least One; illus. by Leo 
Politi. 1941. 89p. Viking, $2. 


The Least One was the smallest of the burros, “‘soft 
and gray and good-for-nothing.” When the Least 
One ran away and a wooden burro of the same 
height and width and thickness appeared in the 
photographer’s shop, Paco knew that truly his 
burro had been turned to wood. The little boy’s 
love of the Least One and his faith in the miracle 
which would restore the burro to him make a 
charming story which may appeal more to adults 
than to children.

Peru shortly before the conquest is the scene of 
this story. One is grateful to Mr. Means for giving 
both an authentic picture of the Inca civilization, 
and at the same time a very human hero who 
achieves the difficult but not the impossible.
